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BE SUBJECT TO ONE ANOTHER 

by Mr. Willis Bishop 

In like manner, you younger submit yourselves to the older and all (BEING SUBMIS¬ 
SIVE 1/) one to another, be clothed with humility, for God resists the proud but gives 
grace to the humble. (1 Pet. 5:5) 

In ancient times, pieces of broken pottery were often used as “writing paper.” Written 
on with ink, they often became the “letters" of the day. Many of these “ostraca” have 
been found, and their words and language structure have helped us understand some 
of the Bible usage of these same words and language structure. 

Just such a letter from Samuel, Jacob and Aaron was written to Abraham around 
600 A.D. They were requesting that they be ordained as deacons and promised in the 
letter to do a number of things, including to "be obedient or submissive” to those over 
them. It is this root word and idea of obedience or submission that Peter had used 
centuries before in this verse. 

Peter could well have written this to a Bible College. In verse 1, he then would have 
said “faculty and staff to other staff and faculty serve as ‘examples'.” In verses 1-3, 

faculty and staff do not ‘lord it over’ the students but 'be examples’ to them also.” In 
verse 5, “student submit to faculty and staff’ (“younger to older”). In verse 5, “faculty 
and staff be submissive to students and students to students” (“all to one another”). 

Of course, someone must lead — Peter, what about that? Sure — verse 2 says “take 
the oversight.’ Things must be done decently and in order. Some do have the responsi¬ 
bility to lead and others the responsibility to follow. Our verse puts the "oil" on this 
relationship by saying it is all to be done “with humility.” A servant puts on an apron or a 
towel when he serves. (Cf. our Lord in John 13.) Just so, the apron of humility is needed 
when we serve. 

When we serve with humility, blessing will come into our lives, for “God resists the 
proud but gives grace to the humble.” 

Lord, help me live from day to day 
In such a self-forgetful way, 

That even when 1 kneel to pray 
My prayer shall be for others. 

Others, Lord, yes others — 

Let this my motto be. 

Help me to live for others 
That I may live like Thee.
